Norfolk, Va., January 7.—The min 
without a name whose strange diua- 
lect had baffled all the interpreters of 
the Norfolk immigration office wus 
identified tonight. as a Finnish natur- 
alist named Oxelund. He hails from 


the village of that name on the nort-| 
ern coast of Finland and claims that | 
he was brought to this country on | 


the Russian steamship Riga mure 
than two months ago. 


Placing of the language and identi- | 


fication of the speaker was made after 
the mystery man had been 
to talk in his uncouth 
radio at Reliance station WTAR, 
Frederick Falden, a young Finn, was 
one of the crowd that went to the 
radio broadcasting station out of cu- 
riosity. He was too late to hear the 
stranger talk, but followed the oll 
man back to the Union 
where he has been cared for since he 
was released from jail a few days, azv. 
The stranger had been put in jaf for 
vagrancy after the immigration aun- 
thorities had been unable to find out 
his nationality or how he entered the 


country. 
Tells His Story. 


Hundreds of foreign. born people 
had talked with the old man at the 
Union Mission, trying to fatkom his 
language. Young Falden was just an- 
other of a long and wearisome pr%- 
eession to interview him, but when he 
spoke, the old man smiled and burst 
forth into a stream of words. And 
Falden understood him. 

Then came the story that had 
aroused the curiosity of thousands. 

The old man said bis vpame was 
Oxelund. He had no first name, he 
said. He was born in Oxelund and 
was by profession a naturalist and 
mineralogist, writing and printing 
books on these subjects in the an- 
cient Finnish language. 

Visited Leningrad. 

Several months ago—he 
remember how many—lhe 
first trip to Leningrad,

He was 
not permitted to eat with the regular 
seamen, but was given what was left 
after they had finished their meals. 
They scoffed at his childish delighs 
in things of nature.

Churchill declared that Great Britain 
hoped it would shortly lead to a 
general conference of the widest pos- 
sible scope.” 

Questioned specifically regarding 
the report that a debt conference is 
to be convened in Brussels in March 
Churchill officially denied the story, 
but his remarks to the press and be- 
fore the conference are accepted as 
committing Great Britain to a gen-

The onstantly increasing deaths pro- 
duced by the hip pocket pistol is one 
of the most serious problems confront- 
ing <1e people of Georgia. The carry- 
ing of concealed weapons is almost 
as common as concealed pocket knives. 
And what is the result—look over 
any daily paper and the results are 
seen. It would stagger belief if sta- 
tistics were furnished. showing how 
many people are killed in one year in 
Georgia alone by pistols concealed in 
the hip pocket. Such killings are so 
common that we pay little attention 
to them. Life after life is snuffed 
out, and we read the headlines and 
pass on, as if nothin;; but a bird or a 
hog had been killed. 

“It may be that, unaer the consti- 
tution, we cannot prohibit the manu- 
facture of fire arms, but if so, is there 
any reason why the type cf arms can- 
not be stipulated.

Shall our children pay the 
piper and die by. poison gas, 
civilization’s deadliest weapon? 
Scientific research has shown 
diabolical possibilities for the 
perverted use of gases. Will 
Irwin knows what the last war 
was like; he now tells us what 
the next war will be unless peace 
is assured, 


If the civilized races of the world 
maintain their habit of settling their 
differences by war, it needs no as- 
trologer to read the horoscope of mil- 
lions of boys and girls going to school 
this morning. They will come to a 
violent and diabolically painful end. 
They will be smothered to death, 
choked to death, or poisoned to death 
through the skin, with noxious 
chemicals. 

Every war department in the world 
has been experimenting busily since 
the armistice with that ‘“‘weapon of 
the future,” poison gas. What they 
have discovered, we do not know. 
The success of gas warfare depends 


| largely on secrecy. Occasionally there 


are rumors; for example, a_ report 
has lately crossed the Atlantic of a 
new invisible gas which renders its 
victims permanently  insa This 
may be true, or it may not be true. 
sut if it be only baseless Pumor, the 
gas makers ill probably never admit 
it, Silently they go on to pervert the 
most advanced discoveries of prac- 
tical science the poisoning of 
nations. 

The poisoning of nations—not of 
armies—that the point. Whole 
peoples, not their paid or conscripted 
soldier-class alone, fought the iast 
stages of the last war: will fight all 
future wars. Except for the 
young children, there will be no non- 
combatants. The boy tending in the 
factory those mrcheines which make 
the engines of battle, the ginl hoeing 
potatoes feed the army, or the 
blockaded civilian population, will be 
a “factor of resistance’ along with 
the infantryman in the trenches, the 
aviator in the air.

Resolutions demanding a 
deal” for the Georgia Railway and 
Power company Wednesday were 
adopted by the Atlanta Musoniec elub, 
following an address on the street rail- 
way crisis by P. S. Arkwright, presi- 
dent of the company. The club voted 
to send copies to the city council, 
which is now considering the power 
company’s petition for relief from jit- 
ney competition, special taxes and 
other conditions. C. M. Boyer, recent- 
ly elected president of the club, made 
his first appearance as presiding of- 
ficer at the luncheon, which was held 
at the Peacock cafe. 

The seriousness of the present crisis 
was indicated by i’resident Arkwright 
when he said that only by speedy ac- 


\tien by the city authorities could the 


impending suspension or etreet car 
service be prevented. 

“Even if you own an automobile 
and never ride the street cars,” My. 
Arkwright said, “you are directly in- 
terested in the street car service, be- 
cause so large 2 proportion of our 
citizens cannot afford automobiles and 
must depend on street cars. Kvery 
business, every industry, every pro- 
fession is dependent upon this large 
section of our population, the car 
riders. If they suffer, if they are un- 
able to get to the etores. the factories. 
the offices, if they are hampered and 
handicapped in moving about over the 
city by the loss of the street car sys- 
tem, every brsiness in Atlanta will 
suffer with them and the city will suf- 
fer irreparable damage.” 

The fatustios of paving and other 
special taxes on the street railway, 
Mr. Arkwright declared, wae that they 
placed special burdens on the less 
wealthy members of the ccmmunity. 
the car riders. for the benefit of the 
wealthy members of the communiir. 
the automobile owners andl property 
owners. Jitneys. he declared, must be 
regulated because otherwise they will 
destroy a neceesary'§ transportation 
service for which they are canable of 
soffering no satisfactory substitute.

A private practition- 
er would probably have been to busy 
looking after his own patients during 
the epidemie to take the prompt and 
vigorous steps this heaith officer took 
to snuff eut the blaze before it had 
spread beyond control. All of the 55 
patients recovered. Four had acute 
nephritis and two had arthritis as 
complications. There were no middle 
ear complications reported.

erable intensity was recorded at 8:07 
o'clock this morning at the Harvarid 
seismographical station. Because of 
some storm or disturbance offshore at 
the time, it was not possible to esti 
mate the distance of the tre_aor, of- 
ficials said, but the direction was be- 
lieved to be north. 

The preliminary tremors by which 


seismologists estimate the distance of 
earthquakes were obscured by some 
unexplained disturbance, it was said. 
The intensity of the seismograph ree- 
ord was attributed to the fact that the 
tremor was local in character.

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+ PROHLITION UNIT 
CORRUPT, CHARGE 


Washington, January 7.—The sen- 
ate sub-committee considering the 
Cramton bill to concentrate all pro- 
hibition work under one bureau in the 
treasury department was called today 
‘to hear protests of users of indus- 
trial alcohol. : 

The measure, passed by the house 
last season, has been under attack by 
industrial firms and the hearings to- 
day are a resumption of those begun 
shortly before the holiday recess. Rep- 
resentatives Cramton, republican, 
Michigan, the author, has replied to 
the attacks that the measure is neces- 
sary for proper administration of the 
prohibition bureau. 

Enforcement of the prohibition law 
was declared a failure by P. Samuel 
Rigney, of the Organic Synthetie 
Chemical association. He protested 
against giving present prohibition of- 
ficers more power and suggested en- 

cement be placed under the depart- 
ment of. justice. 

“It is well known here that more 
graft and corruption exists in the 
prohibition unit,” he said, “than in 
all other departments of the govern- 
ment combined. Placing agents under 
civil service rules will only make it 
harder to get the crooks out. 

“We want prohibition enforced. We 
want hip flasks eliminated. We don’t 
want to see girls at dances any more 
with liquor in their vanity cases. But 
we don’t want legitimate industry sti- 
fled. Give the prohibition commis- 
sioner power to block illegal use of 
alcohol.” 

In reply to Chairman Sterling, Rigz- 
ney said he knew personally of no 
cases of graft. He estimated about 2
